1« On 2 August 1950, in the Boehlen Gasoline plant refinery £>AG)a sharp reduc- 
tion in the production of iso-octane (Eichbensin) was suddenly effected at 
the direction of the Soviet Control Oonsaission. Production was lowered 
ty 75 par cent to 25 per cent of capacity, With only five of the eighteen 
units in operation;, monthly production of iso-octane has dropped to 250 kg., 
approximately 60 gallons. The Soviet Air Force lias always bean the exclusive 
consumer of the iso-octane . The finished product was flown directly to Russia. 

2. In 1947 two iso-octane production units were dismantled and shipped to Moscow. 

It is ^ now rumored in the refinery that the sudden reduction in production naans 
t-hat the remaining iso-octane units will shortly be dismantled and shipped to 
Russia. 

3. Thirty rail cars were used in a five-day period at the beginning of August to 
ship out of the Boehlen Works, allegedly to Siberia, all spare parts of the 
A,T. (alkyl /sis/ fT©l) department. This is mixed with dehidron (BHD) fuel, 
one part alkyl gasoline to four parts dehidron. The final product is a highly 
powerful gasoline for fighter planes. 
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
